is speculative, but it is believed that 
t2ie city is secure.

Secretary Long's speech was more 


pronouncedly imperialistic than that 
of the president. He said that if im- 
perialism meant tyranny, oppression 
and injustice', there was not an imper- 
ialist in the country, but if imperial- 
ism meant justice, the spread of en- 
lightenment and the benign dominance 
of the stars and stripes, there was not 
a man in this country who was not an 
imperialist.

Frauds In the Constrnctioa of 
tUc Si- 


berian Kallway. 


• It is not known that those in charge 
of the 
construction of the Siberian i 


railway were ev&r under the tutelage ' 
of the memBers of 'the American. Credit 
Mobilier, but, judging^by reports that 
come from that region, they would 
have been apt pupils. They certainly 
have a-trick or two that would put 
their American compatriots to the 
blush. 
It appears that^the different 


works have been executed in a man- 
ner that shows very little conscience. 
Everything, or nearly everything, will 
have fo be clone over again before the 
authorities can think of throwing open 
this gigantic line to regular working. 
In very many, places the road gives 
way on. the -passage of a train a little ! 
heavier than usual or traveling at a 
speed of more than twenty miles an 
T&our, and accidents more or les.-s grave 
are continually happening. More than 
usual courage is demanded of any one 
undertaking a journey on this rail- 
way. 
This construction a la Russe has 


already swallowed up hundreds .of mil- 
lions of rubles, or, to speak more 
truthfully, the. constructor's and not 
the construction have absorbed 'the 
millions. People are beginning to ask 
how it will finish. There is still more. 
Several Siberian journals, which are, 
moreover, closely - controlled by 
the 


local censors, publish' the following 
statements: 
"For several months the 


navvy contractors have not been paid 
in cash 
despite. the terms of their 


contracts. 
The engineers in'-charge, 


who represent the government, de- 
clared that they had no more money 
and the contractors must be satisfied 
with bonds, which the Siberian and 
Chinese banks, have for .some time 
discounted at .8% per cent. Frequently 
these bonds were not paid on falling 
due, and in consequence the banks re- 
fuse to act any longer as intermedia- 
ries between the government engineers 
ana the contractors. It was only when 
one of these engineers, Prince A 
, 


who had made a fortune, undertook 
to be personally responsible to the 
banks that they resumed the functions 
of discount brokers. But the prince's 
guaranty is somewhat costly, seeing 
that he claims a little fee of 15 per 
cent. The contractors are furious, but 
they find themselves helpless, owing 
to the. clause inserted in all the con- 
tracts to the effect that disputes be- 
tween the engineers and the contract- 
ors of the line have to be settled in 
St. Petersburg. To lodge a complaint 
6,000 miles from the spp.t where th» 
circumstances ha,ve occurred is at least 
Inconvenient and.would entail years' 
delay. . The position of the imforUu 
nate navvies themselves can be imagE 
ined from the treatment of the con- 
tractors. 
Their, wages are paid very 


irregularly and always with deduc- 
tions. Badly fed and badly lodged, it 
is not surprising if they give only half 
a heart, to the work."

Fish That Die "JFallinu Upward. 


The officers of the cable steamer 


Minia, which is now endeavoring in 
midocean to locate and repair a 
broken cable 1,500 feet below the sur- 
face of the water, state that their in- 
struments show the bottom o£ the 
ocean to have a temperature below the 
freezing point, and that there is a 
total absence ot light. The officers say 
that a great many of the deep-sea fish 
are so peculiarly constructed that they 
often lose their lives by chasing the 
instruments toward the surface. They 
die by what experts call "falling up- 
ward." As soon as they get out of 
their accustomed level the decreased 
pressure extends the air within them 
and the fish shoot to the surface, but 
are dead before they reach that point.

man behind the plow do the same? 


Agriculture is the grearest American 


industry, 
employing more men than 


any other. The army behind the plow 
is as potent for good or ill as the army 
that conquered Spain. The men behind 
the guns won victory by their straight 
shooting, and the men behind the plow 
must do their share by straight-think- 


' ing. Any crooked reasoning that will 


ehake the foundations of the present 
.superb prosperity would bring.defeat 
and loss to the farmers of the nation as 
'quickly as to any other class. 
The 


name of the party in power matters 
nothing. We only know that the prin- 
ciples now in force are the foundation 
on which we have built up the greatest 


• business—foreign, and domestic—that 


the country has ever had. .Itis import- 
ant that none of these foundation stones 
are wrenchedput by indulging in any 
political experiments, or even by arous- 
ing a suspicion that any such experi- 


: ments are possible next year. To a con- 


siderable extent it rests with the man 
behind the plow to say that nothing of 
the sort shall happen. 


It is one of the misfortunes of our 


Eystem of government that it subjects 
the whole business of the nation tc£n 
season of: dread and fear of change once 
every four years.

Chicago's new postoffice, the .corner- 


stone lor which President McKinley laid 
the other day, is to bo the finest building 
of the kind in the country.' Chicago dfi- 
serves it. The city of rapid growth bos 
seldom had a postoffice building large 
enough for its uses. On brief occasions 
the'city has. been satisfied with its postal 
facilities; but the city has either out- 
grown these structures or they have been 
destroyed, by fire. 
•' But the' new postofflce promises to be 
big enough to accommodate all the postal 
business that Chicago will have for many 
years to come. 
The site is in the heart of the business 
district, ;whcre skyscrapers tower on evi 
ery hand. It is the site on \vhich stood 
the old postofDce, which was torn down to 
make'way for the new structure. The 
•old bxiilding was regarded ns-unsafe, and 
it-was said that it was gradually sinking 
into the niud, yet it was necessary to use 
dynamite in clearing away the old-foun- 
dations. 
The architect, in designing a building: 


to co-ser a lot 3E)G by 321 and hemmed in 
by lofty buildings, has successfully, solv- 
ed a difficult problem. He has planned a 
building which will not be, obscured or 
overshadowed by its'.big neighbors and 
which will be. a relief to the architecture 
of Chicago's business district. 


The basement-and .the two.lower floors 


of the building .will be used entirely for 
postofHce purposes and will coyer the en- 
tire;'lot. Above these the structure will 
be i'iiilt in the shape of a cross. In this 
form the structure will rise eight stories, 


Above'the main roof there will be eight 


additional stories, inclosed in a dome 100 
feet iii diameter.1 The cross construction 
will permit all of the rooms to have oxit- 


. side light and' give, the architect more

prominent--inhabitants. By voluntary 
contributions school is maintained, the

ous and contented. Like the fisher- 
men of Deer isle, 'they are famous for 
their skill as sailors.-KPortlaad Press.
